Officinls in Danger,

From the Memphis Avalanche of the Tth
Yesterday afternoon the gentlemen employed

in the Merchants’ Nationn! Bank, on Jefferson

street, feeling the heat oppressive, determined

to cool off on iee cream, and aent out for a
supply. When it came five of them partovk
freely, and  were almost immediately after
wurds atiacked with symptoms of having been
polsoned, They complained of great paio, and
werd geverally purged and vomited, Dr. O, H
Btauley wae called Ju and gave the requisite
medjeal care; bat the polsoned parties were all
80 badly affected that they could not be re-
moved, but laid all mghtin the bank, which
closed at 2 o'clock In the alternoon,

It 18 feured that one of those poisoned will
not recover.

The ice cream vot eaten was taken to Dr,
Btadley's office, and there exnmined, and found

Cutting Glass under Water with Sclssors.

The American Artisan republishes irom the
London Pholographic News, the following nc
count of a process for cutting wglass, which
might be uselul in cases where a glazier's dia-
mond cannot be procured:—

“In order to insure sugcess, two points must
be atiended to; irst and most important, the
Elass. must he quite level while the escissors are
applied; and tecond, to avold risk, it is belter
to begin the culing by takiog off small pieces
at the corners and ulnnlz the edges, and so re.
duce the shape gradually to that required, for if
any attemot 18 made to cut the 2inss all we once
Lo the ghape, as we should cut a plece of card-
board, iv will most likely break just where it is
not wunted. Bome kinds of gluss out much
better than others; the softer classes out best,
The sciegors need not be at il sharp, as their
action does not depend much woon the state of
the edge prescnted to the glasi, When the
operation zoes on well, the glass breaks aw .y
from the scissors in swall pleces In a4 straight
line with the blades, This method has often
proved very useful in cutting ovals, ote., which
would be very expensive il groand out; and
thoueh the edges aze nol go smosth as may be
desired for some purpoees, the methad 15 worth
knowing.”
